Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments address the claims as woul 
have been amended. Because the amendment is not entered, applicant's arguments are largely moot. Nonetheless, the arguments with 
regard to the 103 are addressed insofar as they are relevant to the pending claims. 

Applicant argues that there was no motivation provided to combine the references. However, this is not persuasive because clear 
motivation is provided in the rejection, which notes that the ordinary practitioner would have been motivated to use the methods of Tanaka 
in order to produce cellulose ethers with good fluidity, small average particle diameter, high bulk density and reduction of viscosity when 
making an aqueous solution (see page 3 of the FINAL REJECTION). That applicant would have a different motivation for arriving at the 
same invention is irrelevant. Thus, the 103 rejection of record is maintained. Further, it is noted that Downing et al. specifically teach 
using wood pulps and cotton Nnters.
